lies buried with the other barbari-ms.

\eloped the ne(essity for irnpnned ma- 
chinery." 
Then it goes to another premise 


and says, "necessity is the mother of in- 
vention." 
The logical conclusion of all tin 


mixture iis, tLat the mother who-e name is 
Necessity had a father who^e name is 
Tariff. 
Viewed in this light, Mr. Tariff is 


not such a very venerable old patriarch. 
The getters of necessity are quite a distance 
removed from the benefactors of humanity. 
The cold north wind, blowing down upon 
us in merciless fury, is a getter of necessity, 
and yet we have no veneration for it. 
We 


build houses 'fortresses) to keep it away 
from us. 
A great part of the toil of civili- 


zation is spent in repairing the ravages tbat 
are made by tbat grim enernj flho send-- his 
(laughter, Necessity, into the world. 


It was not the old doctrine that protection 


was the father of necessity. 
They used to 


tell us that protection was good in itself 
and that, instead of filling the land with 
necessity, it preferred to fill every home 
with plenty. 
There is, in fact, an almost 


forgotten legend to the effect that it was 
once in the habit of filling workmen's din- 
ner pails, 
bomehow or other we got it into 


our heads tbat those dinner pails were filli d 
with things good to eat; at least we nnder- 
stood this to be the meaning of the old 
story. 
But The Despatch has thrown a 


great light on this legend. 
We now know 


that the dinner pails are filled with neces< 
ity. 
Mr. Carnegie's riddle is at last under- 


stood. 


But 
is it 
not 
a 
little 
contradic- 


tory for our political protectionists to 
pride them.-elves on improved machinery? 
What is an improved machine but a device 
to dispense with a portion of manual la- 
bor? It you can imagine perfected ma- 
chinery, you will happen on a time when 
there will be nothing for^he laborer to do. 
But protectionists tell us that their only 
aim is to secure employment for the laborer 
at a higher and higher rate of wages. And 
yet they are proud of the machinery that 
dispenses with labor. There is a little con- 
tradiction in this matter which The De- 
spatch will explain at its leisure. 


We all have a right to rejoice at improve 


ments that may be made in our appliances. 
Superior inachicery adds to the producing 
power of a nation, and thus increases the 
national wealth. We can produce with the 
world. The problem that presents itself to 
us is one of distribution. It is not a solu- 
tion of this problem to turn a hundred old 
bands ont to tramp, put in a single machine 
that will do their work, and then tax them 
on the product of tbat machine. 
Such a 


course can only result in the accumulation 
of wealth. There is a wide difference be- 
tween this and a proper distribution of 
wealth. When toe-human body drops into 
a similar mistake we call it congestion.

It has tried to say something about Gov. 
Hill's position. He has announcedtliat he 
is in favor of (lie reform, and iu fact de- 
voted most of his message to the subject. 
This leads The Despatch to say that it does 
not know just what to expect. It inti- 
mates that Hill will favor a bill, provided 
he can dictate its contuits. Now we will 
\eutnretosaythatllill will approve any 
reasonable bill, and, in order to furnish a 
reason that will satisfy The Despatch, it is 
because the democrats of New York demand 
it. Gov. Hill has paid that he would not 
approve a bill that disfranchises the voter 
who cannot read. As such men ha\ea 
right to vote in New York state, Hill Is en- 
titled to his position. Theie has been some 
complaint Irom republican palters papers 
because

The aim of the present movement among 
b.Ulot reformers is to secure secrecy. 
It 


has been shown in the Massachusetts ca> e 
that this can be done, and yet allow the 
man who can not read to cast a vote, The 
trouble with some of these republican pa- 
pers is that they regard ballot reforn. as 
some sort of a civil seivice examination. 


But if The Despatch is sincere about 


ballot reiorm, and has tears to shed be- 
cause of its failure, let us call its attention 
to the situation in Illinois. Our legislature 
met last year, and this same subject came 
up. It would take an expert mathematic- 
ian to compute the number of bills that 
were introduced to procure a secret ballot. 
Hut after such a man has made the com- 
putation any 10 jear old bo.v can tell him 
tlie number of such bills that were buried 
without the least bit of ceremony. 
The 


legislature that did this work was republi- 
can. 
Now a secret ballot would be a great 


thing in Illinois as well as in New York. 
Yet what is the prospect that we will get 
one? When we elect a democratic legisla- 
ture and a democratic governor we will be 
given a secret ballot. There are just now 
any number of republicans who (irmly be- 
lieve that this state is democratic should a 
secret ballot b? cast. 


And also, let us call the attention ot The 


Despatch to the fact that theie is a republi- 
can legislature o\er in Iowa. 
We don't 


hear much talk of billot leform fioni that 
state. 
Gov. Boies will approve such a biil 


if it is presented to him. Will the legisla- 
ture pre 
t ity Well probably not. 
It 


would never do to mix up ballot reform and 
the election of such a man as Allison. But 
let The Despatch shed its saltk-ss tears a 
little closer to home. In New York state a 
democratic governor asks a republican legis- 
lature to present him a fair bill, providing 
for a secret ballot. In Illinois the patriots 
jell "rats" at tlie hayseed solon who is 
chump enough to present such a bill. In 
Iowa they have just heard of the move- 
ment in an indistinct way. If the reform 
is a needed one, we can begin work right 
here. 
Of course local work may be a hope- 


less task, but then it has, at least, the ap> 
pearance of sinceiity.
